---ccording  to  the  most  recent  survey,  the  territory  covered  by  the  i.eo; 
ican  bean  beetle  non  occupies  the  entire  East  Central  and  ..iddle  Atlantic 
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region,  excepting  the  Coastal  plain.  The  northern  limit  reached  hy  this  pest 
is  southern  Ontario,  Canada,  Honi'oe  County  in  the  southeast  corner  of  liichigan, 
and  Erie,  V/yoming,  and  Livingston  Counties  in  the  westernmost  corner  of  hevr 
York  State.  It  extends  thence  southward  across  the  center  of  Pennsylvania, 
eastv/ard  as  far  as  Tioga,  Center,  and  Huntingdon  Counties,  and  still  forther 
eastward  along  the  southern  border  of  the  State  to  Lancaster  County,  thence 
across  the  east-central  part  of  Maryland  from  Harford  County  to  Frederick 
County,  continuing  southward  across  Virginia  through  Fairfax,  Alexandria,  Al- 
bemarle, and  Pittsylvania  Counties  into  Horth  Carolina,  in  ’-hich  State  it  ex- 
tends decidedly  more  to  the  eastward,  being  recorded  from  as  far  east  as  ITor- 
tnam,  Pitt,  and  Iraplin  Counties,  In  Georgia , the  pest  remnins  in  the  northern 
half  of  the  State  -with  the  single  exception  of  the  territory  around  Thomasville 
on  the  southwestern  border.  To  the  v/estv/ard  the  insect  has  made  but  little 
advance.  In  Alabama  the  territory  has  extended  but  very  slightly  to  the  south, 
and  the  Mississippi  territory  has  remained  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 
In  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  it  has  moved  about  one  or  tv/o  tiers  of  counties 
westward,  while  in  I-ndiana  similar  slight  w'estv/ard  moveimsnts  are  recorded,  the 
insect  still  being  some  distance  from  the  Illinois  State  line.

The  Buro'pean  corn  borer  has  extended  its  range  considerably  in  northern 
Ontario  and  southern  '<-uebec.  I'n  Ontario,  larval  collections  hawe  been  taken 
in  the  counties  of  Algoma,  Sudbury,  i'ipi ssi-rg , Parry  Sound,  Muskoina,  St. 
Jose-ph-’s  Island,  and  hanitculin  Island;  and  in  ‘ouebec,  in  the  counties  of 
Pontiac,  Hull,  Papineau,  Argenteuil,  Two  h'ountains,  L ’ Assomption , Vaudreuil , 
JacHues  Cartier,  Laval,  Beauliarnoi  s , H3,pi  erville , HissisHuoi,  and  Champlain, 

all  south  of  latitude  47.  The  most  northerly  point  in'  Canada  at  which  the  cor: 
borer  has  been  found  is  north  of  latitude  47  at  Haileybury,  in  the  county  01 
Timi  s.ka.m.ing , Ontario . 

A recent  survey  has  revealed  a marked  reduction  in  the  extent  of  infesh 
tion  of  the  v/heat  stem  saufly  in  south -v/e st ern  Manitoba.  The  average  infesta- 
tion v,as  found  to  be  about  S per  cent,  resulting  in  an  actual  loss  of  less  tha: 
1 per  cent.  In  Sasliakchewan , damage  by  this  insect  is  undoubtedly  much  less 
than  in  192o,  although  considerable  losses  have  been  reported  from  the  Swift 
Current  district  in  the  soutrw'est eini  portion  of  the  province. 

Collections  of  the  s’.'^eet  clover  leaf -miner,  Farectopa  albicostella 
Braun,  indicate  a ge-neral  distribution  of  this  insect  throughout  southwrestern 
Manitoba. 


Observations  made  in  the  Peace  Fiver  Block, British  Coliuibia,  reveal

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The  striped  June  Deetle,  Polyunylla  decemlineata  Say,  v/hich  feeds  on 
the  roots  of  many  cultivated  plants,  is  reported  as  present  in  dry  sandy 
soils  in  most  of  the  farming  areas  of  southeastern  British  Columbia,  uhere 
it  appears  to  he  on  the  increase. 

The  yellou-necked  caterpillar  caused  serious  defoliation  of  apple 
trees  at  points  in  the  Olcanagen  Valley,  British  Colvimhia,  and  in  southern 
'^uehec. 


The  apple  leaf-se\7er,  Allononyma  vi car ial i s Zell.  , occurred  in  severe 
outbreak  form  in  Nova  Scotia  this  summer,  from  .Mochelle  yest  to  Digby,  some 
orchards  being  completely  skeletonized  by  second-brood  larvae. 

A very  serious  outbreak  of  pear  psylla  has  been  ezcperienced  in  sec- 
tions of  the  iliagara  district,  Ontario . 


The  jiJuropean  red  mite . appeared  in  outbreak  form  in  southern  Cntari 
Quite  late  in  the  season!,  affecting  psi'am,  apple,  and  other  orchard  trees. 

The  spruce  bu.dv/orm  has  greatly  enlarged  its  area  of  attack  in  the 
Thor  Lake  district,  Ontario,  north  of  Lake  Karon  and  the  G-eorgian  Bay.  A 
very  severe  infestation  is  reported  from  Couganda.  on  the  north  and  east, 
Smoothuater  Lake  on  the  south,  and  as  far  uest  as  the  east  branch  of  the 
Spanish  Hiver,  an  area  of  more  than  4,500  square  miles.

In  no  part  of  ITebraslca  a'as  Hes- 
sian fly  damage  severe  or  conspicuous  during  the  past  year.  It 
V7as  not  difficult,  however,  in  certain  localities  to  find  stubble 
of  the  1926-27  winter  wheat  crop  adth  7 or  6 out  of  100  culms  ^ 
infested  with  puparia  of  the  fly,  and  several  counties  revealed 
Guite  a plentiful  sprinldLing  of  the  fly  in  the  volunteer  wheat  j 
in  A\:igust.  In  some  cases  the  volunteer  wheat  showed  as  high  as  j 
76  per  cent  infestation,  with  from  1 to  4 puparia  to  the  plant. 


Taken  on  the  whole,  the  present  situation  is  not  highly  menacing,  j 
but  nevertheless,  it  is  not  a,ssumed  that  se;curity  from  Hessian  i 
fly  injury  to  the  next  wheat  crop  is  assured  if  conditions  for 
the  development  of  the  fly  are  fa.vorable  this  fall  and  next  ; 

spring.  On  September  20  about  95  cent  of  the  fly  larvae  in 
the  volunteer  wheat  had  transformed  into  pupario.. 


J.  w'.  wcCollcch  (September  I9)*  'Hhe  past  summer  has  been  very 
favora,ble  for  the  Hessian  fly.  Frelimdnary  surveys  show  that 
’■‘faggots  and  flaxseed  are  very  alrandant  on  volunteer  wheat  in  the 
south-central  pe.rt  of  the  State.  The  area  of  infestation  has 
spread  somev/hat  since  harvest.  Abundant-  rainfall  throughout  the 
summer  has  produced  a heavy  growdh  of  volunteer  'jheak , much  of 
which  is  infested,  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  destroy  this 
volunteer  crop  before  seeding  time.

@ small  percentage  of  the  light  infestations  and  both  medium  and  | 
heavy  infestations  can»  be  checked  v/ith  liberated  Cryptolaemus  witn  | 
only  nominal  injumy  to  the  property  from  the  a.ttack  of  the  mealy- 
bug. Unfortunately,  field  conditions  were  such  this  season  that; 
while  they  permitted  the  normal  development  of  the  mealybug' ,■  the 
prolonged  cool,  damp  aeatiier  materially  delayed  the  activity  of 
the  Cryptolaemus.  In  fact,  to  such  an  extent  that  in  spite  of  a 
laboratory  production  of  Cryptolaemus,  permittirg  the  complete 
coverage  of  all  infested  properties  requiring  it,  during  the  nor- 
mally optimum  period  of  April,  Hay,  and  June,  more  or  less  injury 
resulted  to  the  present  crop.  The  injury  was  evidenced  in  the 
form  of  small  sizes,  "smutty”  fruit  and  a drop  of  mature  valencias 
in  the  heavier  infestations.  Slack  scale  and  orange  tortrix,  how- 
ever, have  been  serious  contributing  factors  to  these  losses  this 
season  so  that  it  vjould  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  direct  loss 
resulting  from  the  attack  of  the  mealybug.  The  Cryptolaemus  have 
made  up  in  part  for  their  spring  delay  by  a late  season  activity 
which  is  resulting  in  sati sfa.ctory  seasonal  control.  In  fact,  in-

O,  I.  Snapp  (September  17):  The  drought  during  the  last  month 
has  rao.terially  reduced  the  boll-vTeevil  infestation.  Some 
counties  in  middle  Georgia  have  produced  a good  crop  of  cotton. 

, W.  E*  Hinds  (September  23):  Boll-ueevil  damage  in  the  main  cot- 
• ton  areas  has  been  luite  heavy,  but  mojiy  fields  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  State,  vihere  cotton  growing  is  scattered  and  new, 
have  practically  escaped  weevil  damage  this  season.  The  late- 
planted  cotton  is  suffering  much  from  weevils  and  yield  pros- 
pects are  very  poor. 

CCT'fON  LEAP  NORM  (Alabama  argillacea  Hbn.  ) 

P.  C,  Bishopp  (September  2S):  A few  moths- of  Alabama  argillacea 
have  recently  been  observed  flying  around  lights  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  . 

P,  C... Bishopp  (September  11 ) : Leaf -worm  attack  on  cotton  along 
the  highway  from  Texarkana  to  Sikeston,  Mo.,  is  very  spotted. 

Very  little  complete  defoliation  v/as  observed,  and  many  fields 
- showed  no  apparent  infestation.  Some  poisoning  has  been  done, 
but  it  is  not  general, 

R.  W.  Karned  (September  22):  although  the  cotton  leaf  worm  has 
appeared  Guite  generally  over  the  State  during  the  past  few 
v;eeks,  the  damage  it  has  caused  has  been  slight..  We  have  re- 
ceived specimens  collected  on  cotton  from  several  localities. 

W.  E.  Hinds  (September  23) : Cotton  leaf  worms  have  not  in- 
creased so  rapidly  or  spread  so  generally  in  Louisiana  this  sea- 
son as  seemed  likely  to  occu.r  two  months  ago._  The  principal 
damage  has  been  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  and  consider- 
able poisoning  has  been  done  for  their  control. 

P,  C.  Bishopp  (September  o):  Very  little  complete  defoliation 
of  cotton  by  the  leaf  w'orm  has  taken  place  in  northern  Texas. 
Some  fields  show  no  evidence  of  the  presence  of  worms,  but 
many  are  ‘‘ragged’^  consider ablj’’. 

A.  W.  Morrill  (Septermber  lb):  The  first  specimen  of  the  season 
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in  the  yaQ.ni  Valley,  a f-ull-gro^n  v/orm,  T/as  found  on  August  2. 
Since  then  to  date,  gradually  increasing  n'jmhers,  "but  only  a fear 
acres  out  of  a total  of  3*^00  have  shovrn  noticeable  leaf  injurj?’. 
Crop  injui'y  held  to  an  inappreciable  amount  by  use  of  calcium 
arsenate  and  v.lth  aid  of  an  undetermined  hymen  opt  erous  parasite. 

BOLL  TTCSH  (Heliothi s obsoleta  Fah.  ) 

A.  11.  Caudell  (September  20):  In  Payne  County,  near  the  village 
of  Coyle,  I sav7  a field  of  cotton  in  r/hich  almost  every  boll  v;as 
eaten  by  the  cotton  vorm,  then  most  all  emerged,  and  scarcely  a 
square  could  be  fo'cnd  u’ithout  either  a larva  or  a.  pupa  of  the 
boll  '.veevil  in  it,  usually  a larva.  So  complete  uas  this  infes- 
tation that  it  was  predicted  that  the  cotton  would  not  be  worth 
picking. 

A.  VJ.  horrill  (September  19)**  Boll  vurm  damage  to  cotton  in  the 
Yalui  Valley  covered  a period  of  about  four  v.'eeks  beginning  the 
miiddle  of  July.  Damage  ranged  from  6 to  20  per  cent  of  Dolls 
destroyed  by  worms  as  shown  by  examination  of  200  bolls  each  in 
eight  localities.

season.  B3"  the  first  of  September  an  average  of  one  full-grovm 
--.-orm  per  plant  cbsorvid  in  limited  areas,  hat  fortunately  owing 
to  rank  growth  of  plants  in  those  areas  no  appreciable  damage  ^--as 
done.  In  o'le  field  of  IGC  acres  infestation  is  believed  to  have 
be en  benef i cial . 


GOTTOiT  Sh,UARE  DAUBER  (Lyaus  eli  sus  Van  D. ) 

A.  '7.  Morrill  (September  16):  This  mirid  bug  first  observed  dam- 
aging cotton  in  the  YaQ.ui  Valley  in  I925  proved  very  destructive 
in  one  field  of  400  acres  in  192? • This  field  is  producing  ap- 
proximately one  bale  per  acre,  bat  damage  to  ycmg  bolls  estimated 
to  be  4S  per  cent  in  late  July  and  August  prevented  a yield  of 
at  least  one  and  one-lialf  bales  per  acre.  In  otxier  fields  in 
the  Yadui  Valley  the  da-nage  averaged  5 cent  of  the  bolls 
destroyed.  By  September  Ip  the  insect  lia.d  practically  disap- 
peared.

A coiTiinon  ^;^/eed  ( undetermined)  in  ^he  YaQ-ui  Valley  is  the  natural 
food-plant  here,  and  damage  to  cotton  v;as  confined  to  fields 
vrhere  this  r-as  abundant.  In  all  fields  cotton  finally  developed 
so  much  faster  than  the  tingids  multiplied  ,that  there  mas  no  ap- 
parent effect  from  the  atta,ck.  On  the  --hole,  it  is  evident  from 
this  season’s  experience  tha.t  uith  reasonably  clean  cultivation 
no  appreciable  damage  need  be  feared  from  this  insect. 

FALL  TvEBVJGRh  (Eyphantria  cunea  Drury) 

3.  V/.  Har'ned  (September  22)  ; Specimens  of  the  fall  ^/ebuorm  col- 
lected on  cotton  have  recently  been  received  from  tuo  localities 
in  Bolivar  County,  and  on  locality  in  liadi son  County.  In  all 
cases  the  correspondents  reported  these  insects  as  abundant  in 
one  or  two  spots  in  their  cotton  fields. 

COTTOIT  BUCCULATRIX  (Bucculatriz  gossvpiella  horrill) 

Morrill  (September  l6)  : The  first  specimens  for  the  sea- 
son in  the  YaSiii  Valley  v/ere  discovered  July  25.  On  August  1, 

20  leaves  picked  at  ra-ndom  -ncro  cxa.mincd  shoeing  12  damaged  by 
tuirnelling  of  larvae  at  outer  end  of  petioles,  at  junction  ^-.dth 
leaf  blades.  G-reen  boll  infestation  uaavery  rare  at  that  time, 
3j;  September  15,  20  leaves  from  the  same  locality,  approximately 
the  same  cotton  roys,  siioued  100  per  ceiiu  damaged  at  ends  of 
petioles,  the  a,verage  number  of  "urm  tunnels  being  much  greater 
tha'n  6 weeks  earlier.  G-reen  bolls  show  an  average  of  about  5 
or  6 spots  indicating  larvae  worlcing  in  carpels  or  emerging 
therefrom.  Damage  inappreciable  to  first  picking  of  three- 
fourths  of  a bale  per  acre  in  a field  planted  April  Ip.  Later 
setti-ng  of  bolls  appear  to  be  damaged  to  the  extent  of  at  least 
10  per  cent. 

COTTON  APHIS  (nuhi s goss;/~oii  G-lov,  ) 


3.  '7.  Earned  (September  22) ; a.  L.  Hamner  observed  a cotton 
field  at  McCool  on  September  9 that  ;Blib770d  a hoav^ '’infestation  , 
of ^the’ cotton  aphid.

BEaH  THRIPS  (Heliothrips  fasciatus  Perg.) 

a.  ■'7,  Morrill  (September  19)«  Severe  damc-ge  in  the  Yalui  Valley 
in  areas  up  to  10  acres  became  sonspicuous  about  "'August  20, 
especially  noticeably  in  fields  -.-here  peas  had  been  grovrn  during 
precedi'ng  v/inter  and  spring.  In  such  fields  many  vol'onteer  pea. 
pla'nts  appeared  with  the  young  cotton  and  soon  became  generally 
infested  with  thrips.  The  peas  died  duriiig  the  extremely  hot, 
d/ry  -leather  in  hay  and  June,  forcing  the  ‘tlirips  to  the  cotton. 
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several  heavy  rains  'betv.’een  Magus t 20  and  Septomher  20  reduced 
the  thrips  to  negligihlo  nunhers.

Louisiana  E.  Hinds  (September  23):  The  sugarcane  borer  has  multiplied 

The  egg  para- 
site, 'Tr i chog r amma  mi nu t em . ha-s  helped  greatly  to  check  a devas- 
tating attack  b;."  the  borer.  Laboratory  propagation  of  Tricho,- 
gramma  has  been  conducted  on  the  eggs  of  Sitotroaa  Icerealla  at 
Baton  Rouge  during  tne  current  season  and  uill  be  increased  dur- 
ing the  vunter  \7ith  the  expectation  of  colonizing  these  parasites 
on  Biatraea  eggs  in  corn  or  cane  fields. at  the  beginning  of  the 
egg-laying  period  for  the  second  generation  of  borers  in  I52S.

R,  ¥.  Harned  (September  22);  The  fall  v;ebworm  has  begun  to  show 

up  on  hickory  and  pecan  trees  in  the  vicinity  of  A.  & Ivl.  College. 

A PALL  PEBWORl’.i  (Hynhantria  textor  Harr . ) 

E.  P.  Pelt  (September  24)  : The  fall  ";eb77orm,  Hyphantr ia  textor . 
appeared  early  in  August  and  vas  very  numerous  on  all  kinds  of 
trees,  especially  plums  and  related  genera,  in  Rochester 
(R.  E.  Horsey).  It  was  also  somewhat  numerous  in  a section 
about  Albany  and  south  in  the  Hudson  Valley. 

RED-HGr.iPED  CATERPILLAR  (Schi zura  concinna  S.  & A.  ) 

J.  V.  Schaffner,  Jr.  (September  23):  Schi zura  concinna  S.  & A. , 
is  common  throughout  most  of  l^evi  England  and  northern  Hew  York, 

It  was  found  feeding  on  boxelder,  elm,  poplar,  wdld  cherry, 
willow,  chokeberry,  plum,  apiole,  and  sweet  fern. 

A.  I,  Bourne  (September  26);  The  red-humped  caterpillars  have 
been  abundant  since  early  August.  They  have  not  proven  to  be 
so  abundant  as  dui'ing  1926,  but  have  been  rather  more 
numerous  than  is  usually  the  case. 

GYPSY  MOTH  (Porthetria  dispar  L. ) 

Monthly  New's  Letter,  Bureau  of  Entom.ology,  No.  160  (August , 1 927)  • 
J.  V.  Schaffner  and  C.  M.  Symonds,  of  the  wypsy-moth  laboratory, 
completed  on  August  30  a two  week’s  trip  into  New  York  State, 
collecting  native  larvae  to  determine  the  dispersion  of  an  im- 
ported gypsy-moth  parasite,  Compsilura  concinnata.  Although 
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this  tachinid  is.- one -of 'the  ^bsst  of  the  imported  gypsy-moth 
parasites,  it  is  not  dependent  upon  this  host  along.  It  has 
been  rehovered  from  many  native  insects,  and  is  '-movoi  to  be 
present  at  least  100  miles  v/est  of  the  gypsyvmoth  dispersion 
line.  Approximately  I50  different  collections  were  made.  Thege 
v;ere  obtained  from  the  southeastern  , central , and  nor thvje stern 
parts  of  the  State,  along  a route  vdiich  included  Konroe  , Bing- 
hamton, Cortland,  Sherburne,  Cazenovia,  Oneida,  Syracuse,  Parish, 
Rome  j.  rPulasl^i. , hater  town,  Antr/erp,  Ogdensburg,  Gouverneur,  Pots- 
dam, ilal one  Paul  Smiths , Champlain  , and  Platt  sburg.  During  the 
fall  many  parasite  records -are  made  from  these  collections,  but 
in  some  cases  the  hosts  must  be  held  through  the  winter  to  ob- 
tain the  -parasites  after -hibernation,  .■ 

ORIEIITAL  HAG  MOTH  ( Cnidocamua  f lave  see  ns  Walk. ) 

J.  V.  Schaffner , Jr.  ^(September  23)2  In  Dorchester  and  Roxbury, 
Suffolk  County,  Cnidocamoa  f lave scens  Walk,  (oriental  hag  moth) 
is  defoliating  various  small  trees  and  shrubs  in  several  l:B,ck 
yards  and  vacant  lots.  On  September  20,  I noted  the  following  c 
completely  defoliated.*  Ho-rway  maple  , black  birch,  buckthorn, 
black  oak,  raid  cherry,  cliokeberry,  and  pears.

RED  SPIDER  (Tctranychus  telarius  L. ) 

E.  P.  Pelt  (September  24):  The  red  spider  has  been  much  less 
numerous  than  usual  on  Rochester  evergreens  owing  to  the  cool, 
wet  summer  (R.  E.  Horsey). 

J.  J.  Davis  (September  24):  Red  spiders  injured  red  cedar  at 
Indianapolis  September  10,  and  elm  at  Richmond  September  I7. 

W.  P.  Plint  (September  I5) ^ This  mite  has  been  reported  from 
many  sections  of  the  State  during  the  first  of  September. 

.a  PHD  SPIDER  (Tetranychus  sp.  ) 

E.  p.  Pelt  (September  2‘j):  a red  spider,  T etranychus  sp.  , covered 
a large  bassw/ood  tree  at  Rochester  •with  a very  pale  v:eb,  there  be- 
ing a strip  about  two  feet  wide,  and  extending  up  into  the  tree 
and  out  alo'ng  the  bark  on  the  branches.  Beneath  were  millions  of 
yellowish  mites,  givrng  a distinct  yellovlsh  color  to  the  infested 
portio'n  of  the  bark  (H.  .E.  Horsey).  Pive  years  a.go , a similar 
condi'tio'h,  though  the  infested  areas  '.’/ere  s'.TiD.ller,  was  observed  qn, 
a large  beech  tree  at  Port  Chester,  ".'est Chester  County,  except

that  the  patches  covered  by  the  mites  '.-Tere  only  several  inches 
in  diameter  and  scattered  here  and  Ihere  upon  the  trunk. 

APHIIDAE 

0,  I.  Snapp  (August  20)  : Aphids  v;ere  more  abundant  on  maples 
and  other  shade  trees  this  summer  than  for  many  years.  Many  com- 
plaints have  been  registered  about  “honeydev;. " 

OYSTER-SHELL  SCALE  (Lepidosauhes  ulmi  L.) 

C.  P.  Gillette  (September  8):  This  scale  has  become  very  destruc- 
tive to  ash  and  purple  lilac  bushes  in  Colorado  from  Dover  north- 
’.vard.  It  is  also  destructive  to  the  uillov/s  and  even  cottonv/oods. 
In  Port  Collins  some  large  cottonwoods  have  died,  apparently  from 
the  attack  of  this  scale.  At  present,  it  promises  to  almost  eli- 
minate the  ash  trees  from  northern  Colorado,  except  in  towns  where 
prompt  measm-es  are  taken  to  keep  it  in  check. 

AR30RVITAS 

STRAWBERRY  ROOT  WEEVIL  (Brachyrhinus  ovatus  L. ) 

E.  W.  Mendenhall  (September  10):  The  strawberry  root  vyeevil  has 
been  doing  considerable  damage  to  the  arborvitae  stock  in  the 
nursery  at  Neiv  Moore  Field  near  Sprfngfield.  They  girdle  the 
new  shoots  and  kill  the  plant  back, 

BIRCH 

BIRCH  LEAF  lilHER  (Fenusa  pumila  Klug) 

J.  V,  Schaffiier , Jr.  (September  23):  Mr.  Barnes  of  the  gypsy- 
moth  laboratory  reports  that  throngh  Bingham,  Moscow,  Carratunk, 
and  The  Forks  in  Somerset  County,  the  foliage  of  paper  birch  is 
badly  brovned  by  a leaf  miner,  probably  Fenusa  mmila  Klug. 

E,  P.  Felt  (September  24):  The  birch  leaf  miner  has  been  gener- 
ally abu.ndant  in  eastern  portion  of  the  State,  browning  the  young 
terminal  leaves, 

BIRCH  SKELETONIZER  (Bucculatrix  canadensi sella  Chamb. ) 

E.  P.  Felt  (September  24):  The  birch  leaf  skeletonizer  cocoons 
were  fairly  common  on  red  birch  in  Highland  Park,  Rochester, 
thoijgh  little  damage  ".as  seen  (R.  E..  Horsey). 

BOXSLDER 

A LS.AR  MIIIER  ( Gracilaria  negundella  Chamb . ) 

C.  P,  Gillette  (September  8):  This  little  miner  of  the  boxelder 
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leaves  has  been  uniis'aa.lly  abundant  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Collins 
during  the  past  summer.  The  larvae  first  make  numerous  small 
blotch  mines  on  the  leaves  which  they  leave  vhen  only  partly  groviffi, 
and  then  roll  the  leaves  in  vh.ich  to  feed  and  complete  their  de- 
velopment. Boxelder  leaves  ’.7ere  received  from  near  Akron  that 
had  been  almost  completely  skeletonised  from  the  attack  of  this 
miner . 
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CATALrA  SPHIhX  (Ceratomia  catal-pae  Boisd.  ) 

E.  17.  I-.fendenhall  (September  9)  •'  catalpa  sphinx  is  Q.uite  abund- 

ant on  catalpa  trees  at  Yellow  Springs  and  is  doiiTg  considerable 
damage.  (September  l4):  The  catalpa  sphinx  is  doing  a lot  of 
dama.ge  to  the  catalpa  trees  at  West  Alexandria,  Preble  County.

C,  ?.  G-illette  'v,3e]ptember  S)  : This  scale  has  long  been  present 
in  some  of  the  parks  and  nurseries  about  Denver,  and  is  also 
gradually  spreading  to  other  parts sof  the  State.  Apparently 
this  insect  is  thriving  as  -.Tell  in  the  dry  climate  of  Colorado  as  i 
the  eastern  portions  of  the  country. 


ELM  LlAT  beetle  (Calerucella  xanthornelaena  Schrank)

On  July  15,  17,  end  IS  an  outbreak  of  the  hickory  bark  beetle,  vi 
vEccopt  Qga  st  er  Huadr  i srd  no  su  5 ) ^vas  discovered  at  • Swannanoa , N.  C. 

It  has  been  in  progress  since  the  fall  of  1925 » when  severe 
drought  weakened  many  hardwoods  and  conifers.  The  outbreak  was  »■ 

rapidly  increasing  in  size,  and  if  it  had  not  been  checked  would  ^ 
undoubtedly  ha,ve  killed  all  of  the  hickories  in  its  vicinity  4 

within  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

R.  A.  St.  G-eorge  (September  27):  On  September  9.  N.  A.  St.  George 
left  Asheville,  N.  C.  ,for  the.  Eastern  Field  Station,  East  Falls 
Church,  Va.  On  the  way  across  the  State  of  North  Carolina  many 
dying  hickory  and  oak  trees  were  noted  that  appeared  to  be  in  a 
condition  similar  to  those  in  the  western  part  around  Asheville 
and  vicinity.  This  was  particularly  so  at  High  Point  and  G-reens- 

boro.  At  t^e  former  place  tvjo  large  estates  v;ere  visited  on 
which  there  were  about  50  dead  hickory  and  25  dead  oak  trees. 

The  hickory  trees  were  heavily  infested  by  broods  of  the  hickory 
bark  beetle,  Eccoptogast er  Huadrispinosus  Say,  which  were  mainly  1 
in  the  larval  stage.  A fev/  eggs  were  also  found.  Judging  from 
the  similarity  of  conditions  ’-/ith  those  near  Asheville,  where  j 

a thorough  study  of  the  situation  was  made,  it  would  appear  that 
the  trees  v/ere  weakened  from  the  effects  of  the  drouth  of  1925  ! 

and  were  attacked  that  fall  for  the  first  time  and  have  been  1

R.  A.  St.G-eorge  (September  27):  Oak  trees,  consisting  mainly  of 
red  and  black,  r/ith  some  white  oaks,  v/ere  found  to  be  suffering 
from  a combination  of  causes.  The  principal  ones  seemed  to  be 
drouth  and  old  age  combined  v/ith  a heavy  attack  of  Agrilus 
all  along  the  stem.  A similar  condition  of  the  oaks  ■'jas  noted 
some  12  to  I5  years  ago  in  the  northeast.  Hany  of  them  died 
follov/ing  a period  of  drouth;  they  were  also  infested  by  the 
same  insect.

J.  J.  Davis  (Septem.ber  24):  Iris  borers  \7ere  reported  a'cundant 
and  destructive  to  iris  at  Scruth  Bend  the  last  of  August.

LILAC  LEAF  i'.HllKiR  (Gracilaria.  syr  ingel  la  Fa’D.  ) 

S.  P.  Pelt  (SeptemLer  24):  Work  of  this  species  ms  received 
from  A.  F.  Horse,  Salem.  The  insect  is  cansing  the  lilacs  in 
that  section  to  look  Gnite  disrepu table. 

E.  P.  Pelt  (September  24):  The  lilac  leaf  miner  is  generally 
distributed,  and  v/as  seriously  injurious  to  lilacs  and  privet 
in  Hochester,  and  apparently  the  same  v/ork  r/as  observed  at 
Niagara  Palls  (R.  E.  Horsey). 

C.  P.  Gillette  (September  S) ; This  pest  v/as  first  noticed  in 
Denver  city  parks  several  years  ago,  but  it  has  nov/  spread  as  far 
north  as  Port  Collins  on  the  eastern  slope  and  has  'oecome  a rather 
serious  pest  to  lilacs.  Both  last  year  and  this,  some  of  the 
bushes  in  the  vicinity  of  Port  Collins  have  as  high  as  50  per  cent 
of  their  leaves  mined  by  this  little  moth.  It  first  mines  the 
leaf  and  then  vhen  about  half-grov/n,  the  larva.e  leave  the  mines 
and  roll  the  leaves  in  uhich  they  feed  to  finish  their  development. 

PaLKS 

A BORER  (Pinanat e vri-ghti  Horn) 

P,  H.Wymore  (August  4):  This  is  the  first  report  v/e  have  had  of 
this  borer  attacking  living  v/ood.  In  this  case  about  30  per  cent 
of  the  transplanted  fan-leaf  palms  n'ere  injured  by  the  adult 
beetle  boring  into  the  grov/ing  itree  tip  or  'cud.

UITICQRH  CATERPILLAR  (Schi  zura  unicorni  s S.  & A.  ) 

R.  V/.  Harned  (September  22):  On  September  20,  Hr.  H.  Gladney, 
Ocean  Springs,  collected  specimens  of  the  unicorn  prominent  on  a 
rose  bush.  He  believes  at  least  there  have  been  three  generations 
this  year  as  this  is  the  third  time  he  has  collected  this  species 
in  the  same  yard  this  season.

F.  C,  Eishopp  (September  27):  Complaints  of  household  infestations 
of  dog_  and  cat  fleas-have  come  in.  from  various  parts  of  the  United 
States  in  about  the  usual  number . , ilany . of  those  reports  come  from 
eastern  ?a.  , Ed.  and  -U.C.’,  and  also  -some  from  Oregon.

F.  C.  Eishopp  (September -lO)  : Chiggers  have  been  rather  trouble- 
some throughout  the  season  and  are  perhaps  more  abundant  nou  than

J.  J.  Davis  (September  24) : -The  saddle -back,  caterpillar  v;as  re- 
ported from  Greensburg  on  Aug>ast  25,  and  from  Liberty  September  l4.

CATTLE 

STABLE  FLY  (Stomoxys  calcitrans  L. ) 

J.  17.  McCollcch.  (September  19)  J There  has  been  a plague  of  flies, 
principally  .stable  flies,  in  central  Kansas.  Farmers  report  that 
they  are  unable  to  uork  their  horses  and  mules.  Some  animals  are 
dying  in  Ellsv/orth  and  Kingtcan  Counties.  .Hilk  and  cream  produ.c- 
tion  has  fallen  off  greatly  in  Reno,  Phillips,  and  Kingman  Counties. 
Beef  cattle  have  lost  v, -eight.  One  shipper  in  PCingman  County  re- 
ports that  his  cattle  lost  100  po-unds  per  head.  (September  21 ) : 
a report  from  Eushlong  states  thovt  the  flies  are  very  bad  and  tha.t 
cattle  are  losing  uoight. 

F.C.  Eishopp  (September  12):  Stable  flies  are  observed  to  be 
abundant  and  causing  much  annoyance  to  live  stock  in  the  central 
and  northeastern  parts  of  the  State.  The  rice  strau  is  no  doubt 
responsible  for  at  least  part  of  this  trouble. 
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F,  C.Bishopp  (September  26):  Reports  indicate  about  the  usual 
amount  of  annoyance  and  losses  from  stable  flies  throughout  the 
•grain  belt. 


OX  WARBLE  (Hyppderma  linoatum  DoVill  . ) 

F,  C,  Bishopp  (September  I5):  Young  stock  are  now  showing  heavy 
infestations  of  grubs.  One  group  of  eight  head  averaged  28  grubs 
per  head;old0r  cattle  show  lighter  infestations.  Although  many 
of  the  grubs  are  in  the  late  fifth  stage,  appareg^ly  none  have 
matured  and  emerged. 

SHEEP  AND  GOATS 

SCREW  WORM  (Cochliomyia  macellaria  Fab.) 

F.  C.  Bishopp  (September  25):  Screv/  worm  flies  have  diminished 
in  number  through  the  major  part  of  Texas.  While  there  haye  been 
a good  many  cases  in  sheep  and  goats  following  fall  shearing, 
the  trouble  has  not  been  so  bad  as  v-as  anticipated, and  in  fact, 
is  less  acute'  than  normal  for  shearing  time. 

; HONEY  BEES 

WAX  MOTH  (Galleria  mellonella^ L. ) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (August  25- September  25):  The  unusual  number  of 
reports  of  infestation  of  colonies  of  honey  bees  T/ith  the  wax 
moth  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  continued  during  late  August 
and  early  September . ' 

TURKEYS 

THE  BIRD  TICK  (Haemauhvsalis  chordeilis  Pack. ) 

R-.  H.  Pet.tit  (September  l4)  : Specimens  of  a tick  were  received 
on  the  15th  of  August  from  Benzdnia  with  word  that  the  turkeys 
run  in  the  woods  and  come  in  v/ith  so  many  of  these  ticks  about 
their  heads  that  it  is  necessary  to  remove  - the  ticks.  These 
ticks  were  determined  by  Dr.  H.  E,  Ewing  as  Haemaphy  sal  is., 
chordeilis  commonly  called  the  bird  or  turkey  tick.  I believe 

this  will  prove  to  be  the  first  record  for  Michigan. 
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M.  H.  Sv7enk  (An^^st  25-September  25):  A nev/  infestation  of  a res- 
idence in  Lincoln  mth  our  common  termite,  Reti cal iterm.es  tibialis 
Banks,  T7as  reported  daring  the  first  week  in  September. 

J.M.  McColloch  (September  '9)*  ^ number  of  reports  of  tcrmito  in- 

jury have  been  received  since  my  last  report.  Woodwork  in  dv;ell- 
ings  has^-  been  destroyed  at  Olathe,  Stockton,  Osage  City,  Hope, 
Neodesha,  lola,  and  Abilene.  The  repairs  on  one  house  at  lola 
cost  $1,500.  Damage  to  farm  buildings  is  reported  from  Salina, 
Stockton,  end  Wells.  Business  buildings  have  been  damaged  at 
Natama  and  Hope.  Print  paper  in  a newspaper  plant  at  Herington 
was  injured.  A few  trees  at  Stockton  are  infested. 

ARGENTINE  Al'JT  (iridomyrmex  humili  s Mayr ) 

R.  W.  Harned  (September  22):  We  have  received  a complaint  from  a 
person  living  in  Starkville  that  the  iU’gentine  ants  are  so 
troublesome  on  hi.s  property  that  they  have  caused  sitting  hens 
to  desert  their  nests.  Many  people  in  Aberdeen  complain  that 
the  ants  are  so  numerous  in  their  houses  tha.t  they  have  to  shake 
them  from  the  bed  clothing  at  night.  This  town  has  not  put  on  a 
control  campaign  since  1922. 

CARPENTER  ANP  (Camponotus  herculeanus  nennsylvani cus  DeG. ) 

J.  W.  McColloch  (September  16):  Carpenter  ants  are  reported  in- 
festing a dv/elling  at  Stockton. 

AtT  Al'T  (Prenolepis  (Nylanderia)  sp. ) 

R.  W.  Harned  (September  22):  A housekeeper  in  Starkville  com- 
plains that  the  small  sugar  ant,  Prcnolepi s (Nylanderia)  sp., 
has  been  causing  her  a great  deal  of  trouble,  get  ting  into  jellies 
and  x./re serves. 


BCOKLCUSE  (Troct es  divinator ia  Mull.) 

J.  W. McColloch  (September  8):  A suite  of  mohair  furniture  in 
a residence  at  Wichita  is  heavily  infested  v/ith  book  lice, 

POWDER  POST  BEETLES  (Lyctus  spp.  ) 

J.  J. Davis  (September  24);  Powder  post  beetles  were  reported  as 
damaging  timbers  of  a building  at  Albion  on  September  9. 
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CIGARETTE  BEETLE  (Lasioderma  serricorne  EaL. ) 

J.  \L  McGolloch  (August  So):  A Lad  infeGtation  of  the  cigar 
beetle  is  reported  in  a drug  store  at  Kincaid. 

A YELLOW  JACKET  ( Vespa  diabclica  Sauss. ) 

E.  P.  Belt  (September  24):  Yellov/  jackets,  Vespa  diabolica  Sauss 
proved  annoying  in  a Wading  River,  L.  I.,  dwelling,  since  they 
appeared  to  be  nesting  in  vdndow  casings,  gaining  entrance  through 
the  holes  above  the  sash  cords.

0.  I.  Snapp  (September  12)  : Reports  are  coming  to  the  laboratory 
of  considerable  injury  to  corn  in  the  field  from  weevils. 

J.  J.  Davis  (September  24);  Grain  vreevils  v:ere  reported  abund- 
ant in  wheat  and  seeds  in  Indianapolis  on  September  13« 
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
